No harnass is ever so soiled
that a damp sponge will not remove the
dirt ; but, even when the sponge iz applicd,
it is usefu! to add a slight voat of oil by the
use of anotuer sponge. Al varnishes. und
all blacking contuining the proprictiza of
varnish should be avoided, Tgnorant and
indolent hostlers are apt to use such sul.
stances on their harpess as will give the
most immediate eflect, and these, us a gon
eral thing, are most destruetive to the
leather, When harness loses its lusire and
turns brown, which almost all leather will
do after long exposure to the air, the har-
ness should be given a new coat of grain
black. Before using this gruin black, the
grain surface should be thoronghly washed
with potash water uptil all the gresse is
killed, and after the application of the
graio black, oil and tallow shoald be ap
plied to the surface. 'This will not only
& fugten ” the color, bat muke the leather
flexible. Harness which is graived can be
cleaned with kerosene or spirits of turpe.
tine, aud no barm will result if the parts
affected are washed and oiled immediately
alterward Shoe leather is generally
abused. TPerscns know vothing or care less
about the polish produced. Vitriol black
ing is used until every particle o the oil jn
the leather is destroyed. 'T'o rewmedy this
abuse the leather should be wushed ounee a
month with warm water, and when about
half dry, & coat of oil and lullfn-: should be
applied, snd the boots set aside lor a day
or two. 'This will renew the elasticity aud
life in the leather, and when thus used op-
er leather will seldom crack or break.
{thu oilis applied to belting dry, it does
not spread upiforwly, and does vot incorpo-
rate itse)f with tho fiber as when pattly
dawmped with water. The best way 1o oil
a belt is to take it from the pulleys and im
mwerce it in a warm sulution of tullow and
oil. After allowing it to remain a fow mwo-
ments the belt should be iwmerced in water
heated to one hundred degrees, and in-
stantly rewoved. This will diive the oil
aad tallow all in, and st the same time
